The  President's  Page 


Dear  Alumnus: 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  many  institutions  have  put 
on  successful  efforts  for  funds,  I  thought  it  wise  to  call 
this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Board.  A  special 
committee  was  appointed  with  authority  to  act.  After 
investigation,  it  was  decided  to 
have  a  survey  made  solely  for 
the  purpose  of  information. 
This  survey  is  now  going  on. 
We  should  know  the  results  by 
the  middle  of  September — too 
late  for  this  issue.  When  the 
information  obtained  by  the 
survey  has  been  considered  by 
the  committee,  a  decision  will 
be  made  as  to  the  advisability 
of  a  special  effort  at  this  time 
or  in  the  near  future. 

Besides  increased  endowment 
there  is  still  a  most  urgent  need 
for  a  new  library  and  a  new 
auditorium.  These  two  build- 
ings are  essential  for  the  im- 
mediate future,  and  would 
greatly  increase  the  appeal  and 
the  work  of  the  college. 

This  issue  of  the  Record 
opens  the  fifth  year  of  our 
Alumni  effort.  We  are  all 
grateful  that  Dr.  J.  Warren 
White  will  lead  us  again.  No 
fund  could  have  a  finer  friend. 
The  need  this  year  will  be  in- 
creased for  the  reason  that  we 
stand  to  suffer  heavy  loss  in 
the  matter  of  enrollment  when 
the  Navy  withdraws  the  V-12 
Units.  Because  our  income  from 

actual  endowment  and  the  Synod  of  Virginia  combined 
is  only  about  $20,000,  we  have  to  rely  on  student  fees 
for  some  eighty  per  cent  of  our  budget.  It  is  for  this 
reason  that  the  splendid  response  of  the  Alumni  has 
been  of  such  timely  aid  to  the  College. 

At  the  present  writing  we  have  257  V-12  Appren- 
tice Seamen  and  46  civilians.  On  the  first  of  July,  27 
freshmen  reported.  The  Navy  has  informed  us  that 
our  number  for  the  semester  beginning  November  1st 
will  be  reduced  to  200.  This  probably  means  that  our 
total  enrollment  will  be  somewhere  around  265  as 
against  303.   We  are  still  hoping  that  the  present  arrange- 


ment with  the  Navy  will  continue  until  June  30,  1945. 
A  few  days  ago,  due  to  the  tireless  efforts  of  Mrs. 
Boysworth,  our  librarian,  the  little  house  in  which 
Hampden-Sydney  was  actually  founded  was  moved 
from  "Slate  Hill"  to  the  campus.    The  plan  is  to  restore 

it  as  completely  as  possible  and 
use  it  for  a  small  museum. 

It  is  with  the  deepest  sorrow 
that  I  have  to  report  the  addi- 
tional loss  of  our  boys  in  the 
service.  Nineteen  have  now 
been   taken.

Dear  Mr.  Atkinson: 

The  latest  number  of  The  Record  arrived  this  morning.  I  have 
given  it  a  rapid  reading  and  find  it,  as  usual,  decidedly  interesting. 
It  occurs  to  me  that  in  the  stress  of  the  present  times  the  average 
alumnus  can  render  a  real  sen-ice  by  hastening  even  a  little  sub- 
scription to  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer.  With  that  conviction  I 
am  forwarding  herewith  my  personal  check  for  the  Alumni  Fund. 

I  passed  my  79th  annual  milestone  on  July  18th  last,  and  I 
am  glad  to  say  that  I  feel  very  much  alive  yet,  being  in  good  health 
and  able  to  render  some  little  service  in  the  Kingdom  that  shall 
never  end. 

Since  September,  1937,  I  have  found  it  necessary  to  keep  a  record 
of  my  engagements  though,  of  course,  I  am  on  the  '  retired  list  of 
ministers." 

I  have  settled  here  in  Petersburg,  Va.  But  have  little  idea  of 
reallv  "retiring."  I  have  at  least  a  mild  case  of  "woe  is  me  if  I 
preach  not  the  gospel." 

Recently  I  had  occasion  to  look  over  my  list  of  fulfilled  engage- 
ments since  September,  1937,  I  find  that  I  have  preached  and 
made  missionary  talks  to  date  281  times.  This  includes  24  "Devo- 
tional Broadcasts,"  before  the  Petersburg  broadcasting  station 
was  closed  "for  the  duration"  in  March,  1943. 

In  addition  to  these  engagements  I  conduct  the  Men's  Bible 
Class  in  our  little  church  here  every  Sunday  morning,  and  the  mid- 
week prayer  meeting  every  Wednesday  evening.  It  is  not  much, 
but  it  is  done  with  the  prayerful  hope  that  even  this  little  may 
help  on  the  work  of  the  spiritual  kingdom. 

As  I  lingered  around  Hampden-Sydney  for  eight  years  (including 
the  year  I  taught  at  Charlotte  Court  House)  before  disappearing 
altogether  for  45  years,  buried  in  our  Japan  mission  work,  it  occurs 
to  me  that  possibly  some  of  the  alumni  might  be  interested  to  learn 
something  about  me. 

Here's  wishing  the  greatest  success  for  this  year's  Alumni  Fund.

Dear  Coach  Summers: 

I've  been  wanting  to  write  you  for  some  time  but  due  to  the 
fact  that  I  have  been  moving  a  number  of  times  this  month,  I've 
had  very  little  time  in  which  to  do  so.  I  am  now  somewhere  in 
France  and  things  are  a  little  different  than  they  were  in  the  past. 
The  biggest  change  was  changing  from  a  barracks  to  a  foxhole  but 
at  times  they  are  much  better  than  a  barracks  could  ever  be.  Last 
week  the  Germans  got  pretty  close  with  their  88's.  Twice  they 
opened  up  while  we  were  eating.  I  believe  it's  the  first  time  that 
I  have  ever  run  away  from  food  but,  believe  me,  I  ran,  and  pretty 
fast,  too.  One  afternoon  last  week  I  saw  our  anti-aircraft  guns 
shoot  down  a  German  plane.  They  very  seldom  ever  come  out 
during  the  daytime  because  of  our  air  superiority  but  small  groups 
of  them  come  out  almost  every  night  and  drop  a  few  bombs.  I 
had  a  letter  from  Eddie  Campbell,  '46,  several  days  ago  and  he  had 
just  returned  from  a  bombing  trip  to  Russia,  on  his  way  back  he 
stopped  off  in  Italy.  He  got  the  Air  Medal  and  several  Oak  Leaf 
Clusters  for  this.  He's  a  staff  sergeant  now.  Here's  hoping  you 
have  a  very  successful  season.  Think  I'll  be  back  for  the  one  next 
year.

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Editorial  Comment 


The  Fifth  Year  of  the  Alumni  Fund 

WITH  this  issue  of  the  Record  is  inaugurated  the 
fifth  Alumni  Fund  campaign.  The  success  of  this 
enterprise  has  been  nothing  short  of  astonishing.  It  has 
grown  not  only  steadily  but  rapidly  since  it  was  launched 
'four  years  ago,  and  last  year  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars  was  realized.  This  amount,  as  President  Gammon 
has  so  well  said,  is  equivalent  to  an  invested  endowment  of 
$500,000  at  4%,  and  4%  in  these  times  is  an  exceptionally 
high  yield. 

The  Fund,  the  greater  part  of  which  is  not  earmarked, 
permits  its  use  in  such  places  and  at  such  times  as 
the  College  authorities  in  their  discretion  see  fit;  while 
such  portion  as  is  earmarked  is  applied  as  directed  by  the 
contributor.  As  has  also  been  pointed  out,  while  each 
contributor  is  given  credit  for  his  donation,  the  amount  is 
not  published,  so  that  an  alumnus  who  can  only  give  a 
dollar  or  two  need  feel  no  embarrassment.  His  name  will 
appear  along  with  the  names  of  those  who  have  given 
large  amounts.  Each  donation  goes  into  the  Fund,  so  that 
the  dollar  of  the  willing  but  impecunious  alumnus  is  just 
.as  apt  to  find  its  way  into  some  worth-while  undertaking 
as  the  dollar  of  his  more  prosperous  brother.  The  money 
may  go  toward  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  a  new  pro- 
fessorship, toward  more  books  for  the  library,  toward 
physical  betterments,  toward  the  promotion  of  athletics 
or  almost  any  project  looking  to  the  advancement  of  the 
College. 

Whatever  the  use,  the  alumnus,  however  small  may 
have  been  his  contribution,  can  have  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  he  has  had  a  part  in  the  advancement  of  his 
alma  mater.  Nothing  stimulates  interest  more  than  the 
consciousness  that  one  is  making  a  direct  contribution  to  a 
cause  which  is  near  to  his  heart.  During  these  years  of 
stress  and  strain,  what  the  fund  has  meant  and  is  meaning 
to  the  College  is  incalculable. 

The  alumni  may  have  the  full  assurance  that  the  over- 
head expense  incident  to  the  raising  of  the  Fund  is  held 
down  to  the  minimum  and  that  all  but  a  small  percentage 
finds  its  way  into  the  accomplishment  of  some  definite 
object  for  the  advancement  of  the  institution.  Miss 
Lillian  Fussell,  secretary  to  the  Fund,  has  been  and  is  doing 
a  fine  job,  at  all  times  having  the  counsel  and  advice  of 
President  Gammon. 

The  Record  bespeaks  for  this,  the  Fifth  Alumni  Fund, 
the  same  loyal  and  generous  support  from  the  alumni 
which  they  have  given  in  the  past  and  hopes  that  it  may 
exceed  last  year's  banner  contribution. 


Increasing  Casualties  as  the  War  is  Pressed 
Against  the  Aggressors 

AS  THE  United  Nations  press  the  war  with  increased 
l\  vigor  and  intensity  against  the  gangster  aggressors, 
the  casualty  list  grows  apace.  Already  a  number  of 
Hampden-Sydney's  gallant  sons  have  kept  their  ren- 
dezvous with  Death  and  given  their  "  last  full  measure  of 


devotion."  The  hearts  of  all  those  connected  with  the 
College  go  out  with  profound  sympathy  to  the  parents  of 
those  who  have  had  the  sad  tidings  of  the  loss  of  a  beloved 
son  on  some  far-off  battlefield  or  in  some  naval  engagement 
on  the  wide  stretches  of  the  ocean.  No  one  else  can  realize 
the  agony  which  comes  to  a  parent  at  such  a  time. 

It  has  been  said  that  war  as  now  carried  on  has  lost  all 
the  romance  and  glamour  with  which  former  wars  were 
sometimes  attended.  But  as  long  as  youth  is  what  it  is, 
opportunities  for  courage  and  heroism  will  always  present 
themselves.  In  no  war  of  the  past  has  there  been  demon- 
strated finer  courage,  resourcefulness  and  sublime 
heroism  than  has  been  shown  by  American  youth  of  the 
present  .generation  in  this  greatest  and  most  destructive 
of  all  wars.  To  know  this,  one  only  has  to  read  of  the  daring, 
the  utter  disregard  of  danger,  shown  by  the  pilots  of  our 
fighters  and  bombers,  of  our  seamen  on  battleships, 
cruisers,  submarines,  P.  T.  boats  and  vessels  of  our 
merchant  marine,  of  that  of  our  marines  storming  ashore 
under  the  murderous  fire  of  batteries  and  under  bombs 
from  enemy  planes.  What  could  surpass  the  gallantry  of 
our  paratroopers  dropping  out  of  the  sky  from  air  trans- 
ports and  gliders  behind  enemy  lines,  the  infantry  landing 
on  the  beaches  in  the  face  of  withering  machine-gun  fire 
and  bursting  shells?  The  finest  tradition  of  past  wars  has 
been  maintained.  Many  have  made  the  supreme  sacrifice 
with  a  dash  and  elan  that  fires  the  admiration  and  kindles 
in  us  a  glow  of  unmeasured  pride. 

Only  parents  can  give  the  answer.  But  it  is  our  hope 
that  when  tidings  come  of  the  death  of  a  gallant  son  on 
some  far-off  battlefield  or  on  some  distant  sea,  that  the 
anguish  may  be  mitigated  with  the  thought  that  death 
came  while  that  son  was  fighting  not  only  for  his  country 
but  for  everything  that  makes  life  worth  while  for  civiliza- 
tion as  we  know  it,  for  the  things  which  we  have  achieved 
through  centuries  of  struggle,  for  the  survival  of  religion 
itself.  For  if  there  ever  was  a  righteous  war  it  is  the  war 
we  are  now  waging.  If  her  son  were  to  die  of  disease  at 
home,  the  mother  might  have  the  satisfaction  of  minister- 
ing to  him  in  his  last  hours  but  might  not  this  prolong 
the  anguish?  Can  it  not  be  hoped  that  the  loss  may  be 
softened  rather  than  accentuated  by  the  knowledge  that 
he  fell  gallantly  in  combat  though  far  from  home?

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A  Great  Scientist  and  Teacher:  Hardy  Cross 


DR.  HARDY  CROSS,  '02,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Thomas  Hardy  Cross,  was  born  in  Nansemond 
County,  Ya.,  on  February  10,  1885.  A  part  of  his  record 
was  succinctly  stated  by  President  J.  D.  Eggleston  in 
June,  1934,  when  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science  was 
conferred  by  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  on  her  dis- 
tinguished son.  We  quote: 
' '  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  College,  1902; 
Bachelor  of  Science,  same, 
1903;  Bachelor  of  Science 
in  Civil  Engineering, 
Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  1908;  Master 
of  Civil  Engineering,  Har- 
vard University,  1911; 
Assistant  Professor  of  Civil 
Engineering,  Brown  Uni- 
versity, 1911-1918;  engaged 
in  general  practice  of  Civil 
Engineering,  1918-1921; 
Professor  of  Structural  En- 
gineering, University  of 
Illinois,  1921-1937."  Since 
1937,  Dr.  Cross  has  been 
Professor  of  Civil  En- 
gineering and  Chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Civil 
Engineering  in  Yale 
University. 

Professor  Cross  is  the 
holder  of  Honorary  Degrees 
also:  Doctor  of  Science  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College 
in  1934;  Doctor  of  En- 
gineering, Lehigh  Univer- 
sity, 1937;  Master  of  Arts 
of  Yale,  1937. 

For  his  professional  at- 
tainments and  contributions  he  has  been  awarded  the 
Norman  Medal  by  the  American  Society  of  Civil 
Engineers;  the  Wason  Medal  by  the  American  Con- 
crete Institute;  the  Lamme  Medal  by  the  Society  for 
the  Promotion  of  Engineering  Education.  At  the  time 
of  the  presentation  of  the  Norman  Medal,  Professor 
Hale  Sutherland,  of  Lehigh,  spoke  in  terms  of  enthu- 
siastic commendation  of  Dr.  Cross'  contribution  to 
engineering  knowledge,  and  Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Bagby,  Hampden- 
Sydney's  brilliant  physicist,  said:  "In  a  long  experience 
with  college  men  I  have  never  met  Hardy  Cross'  superior 
in  ability  to  think  straight,  in  power  of  keen  analysis, 
and  in  brilliant  deduction." 

Of  his  many  papers  on  scientific  subjects,  some 
have  set  forth  his  views  as  to  teaching.  The  Lamme 
Medal  was  awarded  in  June,  1944,  in  part  "for  his 
insistence  on  the  great  responsibilities  of  the  individ- 
ual teacher  and  his  scorn  of  the  superficial  in  educa- 
tion; for  his  preeminence  in  building  men  who  are  carry- 
ing  forward   his   own   high   standard   of   straight,    hard 


thinking  in  the  teaching  and  practice  of  engineering." 
In  an  address  delivered  some  years  ago  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  Dr.  Cross  stated  his  philosophy  briefly 
as  follows :  "I  pay  tribute  here  to  a  great  teacher.  The 
teacher  is  too  often  forgotten  today  in  all  our  elaborate 

machinery  of  education  and 
all  our  passion  for  pro- 
ductive scholarship.  The 
student  is  educated  in  the 
classroom,  not  in  an  admini- 
strator's office;  his  educa- 
tion comes  by  straight, 
simple,  honest  thinking, 
not  from  pedagogic  theory 
or  educational  statistics. 
In  the  classroom  he  is 
trained  to  shoot  straight 
the  arrow  of  his  thought, 
and,  if  there  he  cannot 
learn  to  tell  simple  truths 
in  plain  English,  he  bids 
fair  to  become  charlatan 
or  demagogue.  The  true 
teacher  is  prophet  and 
priest  of  individual 
thought,  of  independent 
judgment — those  twin  god- 
desses of  the  shrine  of 
scientific  research.  Little 
men,  seeking  distinction, 
pile  hills  of  theory  on 
mountains  of  data  to  build, 
too  often,  a  monument 
to  futility.  Great  teachers 
teach  not  merely  their  sub- 
jects, but  through  their 
subjects  they  train  and 
guide  and  inspire — not  for 
a  semester,  not  for  four 
years,  but  for  forty;  they 
bring  to  the  classroom,  as  a  background  for  their  lectures, 
a  knowledge  of  men  and  manners  that  goes  far  beyond 
their  specialties."  Thus  Dr.  Cross  maintains  that  the 
work  of  great  teachers  culminates  in  the  vision  and 
inspiration  given  to  the  men  they  train.  The  testimony 
of  many  of  his  former  students  bears  witness  to  his 
success  in  reaching  this  high  standard. 

Dr.  Cross  has  developed  revolutionary  methods  of 
analysis  in  structural  engineering;  he  has  helped  to 
solve  many  engineering  problems;  he  has  made  out- 
standing contributions  to  engineering  theory  and  practice. 
"His  professional  eminence,  the  brilliance  of  his  mental 
processes,  his  immediate  perception  of  loose  thinking" 
have  made  him  a  marked  man  in  professional  circles;  but 
we  are  sure  that  he  values  more  highly  than  these  qualities 
and  achievements  and  consequent  fame  the  deep  and  last- 
ing affection  which  he  has  aroused  in  the  hearts  of  those 
whose  minds  he  has  helped  to  train  and  whose  attitude 
towards  the  great  realities  of  life  he  has  influenced. 
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The  Founding  of  Hampden-Sydney  College 


THE  Library  has  been  interested  in  bringing  together 
photographs  of  original  documents  to  give  sub- 
stantial proof  of  the  often  repeated  statement  that  the 
history  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  connects  itself  by 
several  points  of  striking  coincidence  with  the  history  of 
our  country.  The  fol- 
lowing documents  made 
by  photographing  orig- 
inals conclusively  bears 
out  this  statement.  We 
are  delighted  to  have  a 
permanent  display  in 
order  that  those  who 
are  interested  may  see 
from  original  sources 
just  how  our  college 
came  to  be  founded. 

The  first  docu- 
ment in  the  display 
is  a  photograph  of 
the  original  minutes 
of  the  Hanover  Presby- 
tery of  1771.  Even 
at  this  early  date  there 
were  plans  for  a  ' '  Sem- 
inary of  Learning." 
This  recording  urges 
the  ministers  to  take 
under  serious  con- 
sideration the  plans  for  establishing  such  an  institution. 

Our  next  record,  October  14,  1774,  shows  the  Presbytery 
setting  the  machinery  in  motion  for  raising  funds  by  sub- 
scription. The  appearance  of  the  well  trained  and  enthu- 
siastic Reverend  Samuel  Stanhope  Smith  in  the  colony 
lent  new  zeal  to  their  efforts. 

Then  a  record  of  February  1,1775,  reveals  the  final  plans 
for  establishing  the  College.  1,300  pounds  had  been  sub- 
scribed to  the  great  delight  and  surprise  of  the  Presbytery 
within  the  short  space  of  four  months.  In  this  meeting 
they  designated  400  pounds  for  the  purchase  of  books; 
they  chose  the  present  site  of  Hampden-Sydney  as  the 
place  for  their  college ;  they  chose  their  trustees ;  they  ap- 
pointed Samuel  Stanhope  Smith  as  the  rector  and  gave  him 
authority  to  choose  his  assistants;  they  set  the  tuition  at 
4  pounds  per  annum;  and  last,  the  Presbytery  declared 
their  liberal  views  on  the  training  of  the  youth.  All  of  these 
plans  were  made  in  Captain  Nathaniel  Venable's  office  at 
Slate  Hill. 

Through  photostatic  copies  of  the  Virginia  Gazelle  we 
have  this  continuation  of  our  history.  September  1,  1775, 
issue  carries  Samuel  Stanhope  Smith's  advertisement  of 
the  opening  of  Hampden-Sydney;  the  November  18,  1775, 
issue  carries  a  protest  and  a  criticism  from  a  certain  Luther. 
He  declares  that  Smith,  a  dissenter,  was  not  a  proper  tutor 
for  bringing  up  members  of  the  Church  of  England.  A 
December  4,  1775,  issue  carries  Smith's  reply  to  the 
anonymous  letter.  In  this  same  issue,  he  advertises  the 
merits  of  Hampden-Sydney  and  announces  the  election  of 


Captain  Philip  Holcombe  as  steward  of  Hampden-Sydney. 
Our  next  document  is  taken  from  the  Minutes  of  the 
Presbytery  declaring  freedom  of  spirit  and  worship  in  the 
education  of  the  youth  attending  the  College. 

From  a  photostat  of  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Bur- 
gesses, November  16, 
1776,  after  Hampden- 
Sydney  had  been  func- 
tioning for  a  period  of 
1 1  months,  we  find  the 
Trustees  asking  that 
Hampden-Sydney  be 
granted  a  charter.  This 
document  sets  forth  the 
reasons  why  such  a 
charter  should  be 
granted. 

By  a  photograph  of 
the  original  act  in  1777, 
the  State  gave  us  per- 
mission to  hold  a 
lottery.  The  Library 
has  four  lottery  tickets ; 
three  of  them  num- 
bered 1708-1709-1710 
were  presented  by 
Alexander  W.  Weddell 
of  Richmond.  Another 
ticket,  through  the 
courtesy  of  Francis  Burton  Harrison;  this  one  was 
originally  given  by  Mr.  Brown  in  memory  of  William 
Pitt  Robinson.  All  of  these  bear  the  signature  of  William 
Cabell,  who  presumably  had  charge  of  the  lottery  and  his 
name  made  the  tickets  official. 

Then  the  document  of  final  achievement  is  the  copy 
of  the  act  granting  our  charter.  This  is  May  19,  1783. 

And  last  in  the  display  is  evidence  of  the  fact  that 
the  College  had  achieved  some  measure  of  success  and 
was  working  along  the  planned  lines,  the  diploma  granting 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  to  Henry  Pattillo  in  April, 
1787. 

In  this  way,  we  have  been  able  to  show  by  the  succession 
of  events  as  given  in  our  copies  of  originals  that  our 
College  did  really  parallel  its  development  and  growth 
with  that  of  our  nation.  We  would  not  have  been  able  to 
have  shown  this  without  the  generous  cooperation  of  our 
State  Department  and  other  libraries.  We  are  indeed 
indebted  to  and  extremely  grateful  to  the  following  for 
their  time  and  effort  in  assisting  us :

Wjlla  Boysworth 
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Random  Reminiscences  of  an  Octogenarian 


UNDER  this  title,  Dr.  Clarence  B.  Wallace,  '80,  read  a 
most  interesting  paper  at  the  April  meeting  of  the 
Mid-South  Association  of  Private  Schools.  What  he  said 
in  the  twenty  minutes  allowed  each  speaker  shows  that 
this  Ulysses  has  undiminished  and  unsurpassed  strength. 

He  speaks  of  Hampden-Sydney,  where  he  graduated 
with  honors;  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  where  he 
studied  "for  four  years,  and  graduated  every  year."  The 
first  year  he  "passed  the  work  of  the  senior  class  in  Latin 
and  received  a  small  certificate,"  which  stated  that  he  was 
"a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Virginia  in  the  School  of 
Latin."  That  was  all;  no  fuss  and  feathers;  but  he  took 
that  course  under  Colonel  Peters  and  if  the  reader  does  not 
know  what  that  means,  let  him  ask  Drs.  W.  H.  Whiting, 
Jr.,  and  George  H.  Denny. 

There  was,  says  Dr.  Wallace,  "the  absence  of  English" 
as  a  definite  course  of  study ;  but  among  his  college  mates 
were  "Trent  of  Columbia,  Kent  of  Virginia,  Henneman  of 
Sewanee,  Bruce  of  Tennessee,"  each  one  a  great  scholar 
and  a  great  teacher  of  the  subject. 

"  Fortified  with  a  M.  A.  diploma  about  the  size  of  a  bath 
towel,"  says  Dr.  Wallace,  he  began  teaching.  In  three 
years  he  founded  the  University  School  at  Nashville, 
which  he  closed  after  55  years  of  service.  It  won  national 
fame.  In  this  time,  he  says,  the  school  "never  began  a 
regular  day's  work  without  the  reading  of  a  passage  from 
the  Bible,  and  a  prayer.  The  Honor  system  was  rigidly 
enforced  throughout  all  these  years." 

In  The  Alumni  News  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  May 
and  June  issues,  Dr.  Wallace,  under  the  title  of  "Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  in  the  Eighties,"  gives  delightful  remi- 
niscences of  student  life  at  Virginia :  the  courses  of  study, 
the  low  hurdles  for  entrance,  and  the  high  ones  for  gradua- 
tion; the  simplicity  and  modesty  of  the  members  of  the 
faculty.  In  the  catalogue,  for  example,  the  brilliant 
William  M.  Thornton  (first  honour  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
1868)  had  his  name,  and  under  it  "Adj.  Professor  of 
Mathematics  Applied  to  Engineering";  not  a  degree, 
acquired  or  honorary,  mentioned.  And  Dr.  Wallace 
muses,  "Would  not  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Schools  romp  on  these  modest  scholars  today,  if  they 
held  only  the  degrees  they  printed?" 

And  to  Colonel  Charles  S.  Venable  (graduated  at 
Hampden-Sydney  when  15  years  of  age)  he  pays  a  great, 
but  just,  tribute. 

The  College  Library  has  been  fortunate  in  securing 
copies  of  these  papers  for  its  Alumniana.

Tomorrow's  Medical  Care 

Under  this  caption  the  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  of 
August  2,  1944,  discussed  "The  comprehensive  and  in- 
formative article  in  the  current  issue  of  the  Commonwealth 
entitled  'A  Survey  of  Socialized  Medicine,'  by  the  dis- 
tinguished Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  professor  of 
Clinical  Medicine  at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia." 
Dr.  Blanton  is  a  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1910,  is  Doctor  of 
Letters  of  Hampden-Sydney,  1933,  is  M.  D.,  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  New  York,  was  a  student  in 
Berlin  and  Edinburgh,  and  is  well  known  as  a  practitioner 


and  author.  Dr.  Blanton's  article  discussed  the  Wagner- 
Murray-Dingell  bill,  sometimes  called  the  "Socialized 
Medicine  Bill."  He  recognized  and  freely  admitted  some 
of  the  failures  and  injustices  of  our  present  system  of 
medical  care  which  medical  men  are  seeking  to  remedy. 
He  feels  that  a  way  must  be  found  to  provide  additional 
training  for  "the  present  imperfectly  educated  doctors 
who  are  being  sent  into  military  service"  and  to  develop 
better  general  practitioners.  But  the  doctor  does  not 
favor  the  bill  in  question.  He  believes  that  it  would 
"toll  the  death  knell  of  private  practice"  and  would 
greatly  impair,  if  not  destroy,  "the  sacred  doctor-patient 
relationship."  The  editorial  closes  with  these  words: 
"On  the  whole,  Dr.  Blanton's  survey  of  tomorrow's 
medical  problems  is  an  excellent  one,  and  should  help  the 
development  of  an  informed  public  opinion  on  a  topic  of 
importance  to  every  American  family." 

A  Lawyer  Examines  the  Bible 

Mr.  Irwin  H.  Linton,  one  of  the  leading  lawyers  of 
Washington,  D.  C,  is  well  known  as  an  outstanding 
Christian  and  as  a  writer  on  Christian  themes.  In  a  recent 
book,  A  Lawyer  Examines  the  Bible,  he  writes  of  his  ex- 
periences as  a  student  at  Erskine  College,  South  Carolina, 
and  on  page  7 1  he  has  this  to  say : 

Is  not  the  explanation  of  the  fact  that  this  college, 
like  Hampden-Sydney 'in  Virginia,  of  like  kind,  has 
contributed  so  disproportionately  large  a  number  of 
men  to  the  ranks  of  distinction  and  "Who's  Who" 
recognition,  due  to  the  fact  that  here  Bible  study  is 
still  a  required  major,  since  we  have  the  Bible's  own 
word  for  it  that  "The  entrance  of  Thy  word  giveth 
light"  and  "The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  beginning  of 
wisdom"? 


Library  Receives  "Breeches  Bible" 

An  outstanding  gift  to  the  library  is  a  copy  of  the 
famous    Genevan    Bible,    nicknamed    "Breeches    Bible," 
Mr.  Thomas  Whittet,  of  Richmond,   Va.,  is  the  donor 
of  this  book.     This  edition  is  dated   1599,  and  we  are 
proud  to  quote  from  a  card  within  the  pages  of  the  book, 
written  by  Mr.  Robert  Whittet  who  received  the  book 
in  1886  from  Mr.  Blair  Jackson,  of  Aberdeen,  Scotland: 
"The  Geneva  Bible— 1599.   The  first  Bible  printed 
in  Roman  types,  and  divided  into  verses.    It  is  best 
known  as  the  "Breeches  Bible  "  because  of  the  transla- 
tion of  Gen.  3 :7 — '  They  knew  they  were  naked  and 
they  sewed  fig  leaves  together  and  made  themselves 
breeches.'       It   was   translated   by   several    English 
divines  who  fled  to  Geneva  during  the  persecutions 
of  'The  Bloody  Mary'." 

The  "Breeches  Bible"  is  fairly  rare;  most  of  them  were 
ordered  burned  by  Queen  Elizabeth  who  objected  to  the 
use  of  the  word  "breeches."  This  word  offended  her 
maidenly  ears.  Fortunately,  a  few  of  the  books  were 
rescued  from  the  flames  and  were  handed  on  to  posterity. 
We  are  indeed  proud  to  have  one  for  our  library. 
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On  Active  Duty 


Staff  Sergeant  Earl  H.  Carter,  '43 

THE  following  excerpts  from  Sergeant  Carter's  letter 
were  given  to  the  Alumni  Fund  Office  by  his  wife: 

"Here  I  am  in  France,  still  alive  and  fine.     I  can't 
see  how  I  came  through  it  all  without  getting  it.    It  was 
really  rough  and  plenty  exciting.      I  had  several  holes 
■in    my    clothes    which    were 
made  by  machine  gun  bullets, 
but  none  hit  me.     I  guess  I 
must  be  lucky  after  all.    I  did 
get  hit  by  a  piece  of  shrapnel 
under  the  eye,  but  it  was  only 
a    small    scratch    which    has 
healed  already. 

"  I  lost  all  of  my  equipment 
which  happened  one  morning 
when  we  were  surrounded  by 
Germans.  I  didn't  stop  to 
pick  up  anything  and  was 
lucky  enough  to  get  out.  I 
will  be  honest  with  you,  I  was 
scared  to  death.  I  jumped  a 
7-foot   stone   wall   and   never 

touched  it.  I  still  don't  know  how  I  did  it  but  I  can 
still  see  the  bullets  flying  around  me  as  I  went  over  the 
wall.  The  first  two  days  of  the  invasion  I  will  never  for- 
get. Every  minute  seemed  like  an  hour  from  the  time 
I  waded  ashore  until  we  finally  got  them  on  the  run. 
Things  are  looking  good  now  and  I  guess  it  won't  be 
many  more  days  until  we  will  be  given  a  rest,  some 
clean  clothes  and  food.  Also  I  guess  some  mail  will  be 
coming  in  from  you.  I  haven't  had  any  mail  for  some- 
time now. 

"I  almost  forgot  to  tell  you  I  killed  a  few  Germans, 
three  of  them,  just  like  shooting  rabbits  except  they  were 
shooting  at  me.  They  would  have  gotten  me,  but  I  got 
them  first.  I  couldn't  miss  they  were  only  about  15 
yards  from  me.  I  still  don't  see  how  they  missed  me. 
I  guess  it  was  my  lucky  day  again. 

"The  French  are  really  glad  to  see  us  and  when  we 
go  by  they  throw  flowers  to  us.  The  Germans  have 
really  been  tough  on  the  French  people  but  they  are 
having  a  wonderful  time  now  that  we  are  here. 

"Am  looking  forward  to  coming  home  where  every- 
thing is  quiet  and  peaceful." 

Marine  Captain  Returns 

After  completing  57  combat  missions,  Marine  Captain 
Philip  L.  Strader,  '42,  of  Lynchburg,  Va.,  has  returned 
to  the  Marine  Corps  Air  Depot,  Miramar,  Cal.,  from 
the  South  Pacific,  where  he  was  a  dive  bomber 
pilot  with  the  "Bombing  Banshees"  Squadron.  He  is 
the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  L.  A.  Strader,  of  Huntington, 
W.  Va.,  where  he  formerly  lived. 

Captain  Strader,  who  took  part  in  20  raids  on  Rabaul, 
including  three  forays  on  shipping  in  Simpson  Harbor, 
is  credited  with  destroying  a  Jap  gun  position  there  in 


addition  to  scoring  three  damaging  hits  against  airfield 
installations  at  Vunakanau  Airdrome. 

Despite  enemy  aircraft  and  ground  opposition  through- 
out three  campaigns  in  the  Northern  Solomons  and  New 
Britain  areas,  the  Marine  airman's  dauntless  dive  bomber 
never  was  damaged  during  190  hours  of  combat  flying. 

The  "Bombing  Banshees"  Squadron  operated  from 
Munda,  Bougainville,  Green  Island  and  Emirau  and  is 
credited  with  destroying  48  barges  and  six  cargo  ships 
during  18  weeks  of  combat. 

Captain  Strader  was  employed  by  the  Appalachian 
Virginia  Electric  Power  Company  prior  to  entering  Marine 
Aviation.  He  won  his  wings  and  commission  at  Miami, 
Fla.,  in  July,  1942,  and  attained  his  present  rank  last 
December. 

Recreation  Center 

A  long-felt  need  by  the  Navy  V-12  students  is  being 
remedied  through  the  cooperation  of  the  wives  of  faculty 
members  and  other  ladies  on  the  Hill.  Since  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  unit  in  July,  1943,  the  men  have  had  no 
recreation  and  lounging  center.  No  space  was  available 
in  Cushing  Hall  as  every  room  is  in  use  with  four  and 
six  men  assigned  to  the  smaller  and  larger  rooms. 

The  women,  assisted  by  faculty  members,  have  under- 
taken to  furnish  the  "Old  Gym"  with  furniture  and 
games.  One-half  will  be  devoted  to  ping-pong,  darts  and 
similar  games  and  the  other  half  fixed  up  as  a  lounge 
with  table  games,  space  for  writing  letters  or  just  a 
place  to  relax. 

This  room  will  also  serve  as  a  place  where  the  sailors 
may  entertain  their  parents  and  friends.  Dances  have 
been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  held  with  a  college  orchestra 
furnishing  the  music.

Living  Memorials 

The  beautiful  young  oak  near  the  southern  wall  of 
Mcllwaine  Hall  was  planted  by  President  Richard 
Mcllwaine,  a  member  of  the  Constitutional  Convention, 
in  1902.  Professor  George  L.  Walker  states  that,  when 
planted,  it  was  about  up  to  his  shoulders,  and  about  the 
size  of  a  large  switch. 

The  two  large  maples  at  the  front  of  the  Library  were 
planted  by  Dr.  Benjamin  Mosby  Smith,  when  the  Library 
was  built,  and  were  named  for  Dr.  R.  L.  Dabney  and 
Mrs.  Dabney. 

In  1938,  Mrs.  T.  J.  Deane,  of  Knoxville,  Tennessee, 
made  a  contribution  for  the  planting  of  a  tree  to  be  known 
as  the  Joel  Watkins  Tree,  in  honor  of  her  kinsman,  Joel 
Watkins,  Jr.,  a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1776 
(See  Alumni  Record,  issues  of  October,  1937,  page  4,  and 
October,  1938,  page  5);  so  Dr.  J.  E.  Booker  planted  a 
small  oak  in  the  College  Church  yard,  on  the  north  side 
of  Atkinson  Avenue.  It  is  now  a  vigorous  young  tree, 
and  gives  promise  of  great  beauty. 

At  the  Sesqui-Centennial  celebration  in  1926,  the 
Queen  of  England  sent  a  rosebush  to  the  College.  This  was 
planted,  and  now  nourishes,  at  the  Memorial  Gate. 

Dr.  Booker  spent  his  last  years  beautifying  the  campus 

planting  trees,  and  shrubs,  and  flowers.     Why  should 

not  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  the  young  trees  be  named 
for  him?  And  why  not  one  for  Dr.  Asa  D.  Watkins,  who 
assisted  in  these  plantings  ? 

And  why  should  not  some  of  our  great  oaks  be  named 
for  some  of  our  Founders  ? 

There  are  ways  of  marking  these  trees  so  that  the  names 
will  be  perpetuated.  President  Gammon  has  expressed  his 
wish  that  this  be  done ;  and  has  appointed  a  committee  to 
submit  a  plan. 


Proposed  Johnston  Memorial  at  "Longwood" 

PETER  JOHNSTON,  SR.,  built  the  original  "Long- 
wood."  He,  his  wife,  and  others  of  the  Johnston 
family  are  buried  in  the  family  graveyard,  situated  just 
inside  the  entrance  to  the  Longwood  estate,  and  on  the 
left  as  one  enters  the  grounds. 

Several  years  ago  it  was  found  that  the  trees  which  had 
grown  up  in  this  sacred  spot  had  been  cut  down,  the 
stumps  partly  burned,  and  the  graveyard  plowed  up  so 
that  a  bushel  or  two  more  of  corn  could  be  produced. 
vSteps  were  at  once  taken  to  cut  off  this  spot  from  the 
other  land  on  the  left  of  the  entrance.  Mr.  Robert  K. 
Brock,  Mr.  P.  T.  Atkinson,  and  I  agreed  to  purchase  the 
plot,  if  the  owner  of  the  land  would  sell.  The  deal  was 
made,  and  by  common  consent  the  plot  was  deeded  to 
Hampden-Sydney  College;  the  purpose  in  view  being  to 
erect  a  memorial  on  the  plot,  and  to  plant  shrubs  and 
trees,  and  to  erect  a  wall  as  a  protection. 

Meanwhile,  through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Jarman, 
the  Longwood  property  was  purchased  by  the  State 
Teachers  College,  and  the  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney 
deeded  the  graveyard  plot  to  that  institution,  it  being 
agreed  that  permission  would  be  given  to  carry  out  the 
original  plan. 

Why  a  memorial? 

Peter  Johnston,  Sr.,  gave  the  98  acres  of  land,  which 
fixed  the  location  of  Hampden-Sydney  in  Prince  Edward 
County  instead  of  in  Cumberland.  From  the  old  "Long- 
wood,"  Peter  Johnston,  Jr.,  rode  horseback  daily  to  his 
classes  at  Hampden-Sydney.  From  "Longwood"  he 
slipped  away  one  night,  joined  Lee's  Legion,  and  became 
a  brilliant  officer  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  Later  he 
became  a  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Virginia  and 
removed  to  Washington  County.  At  "Longwood"  was 
born  his  son,  the  great  Confederate  General,  Joseph  E. 
Johnston. 

At  "Longwood"  was  born  Charles  Johnston,  who,  on  a 
trip  to  Kentucky,  was  captured  by  Indians  and  held  as  a 
slave  for  two  years.  His  Narrative  of  this  experience  is 
today  a  very  rare  and  highly  prized  book. 

At  "Longwood"  was  born  Andrew  Johnston,  son  of 
Peter,  Sr.  He  spent  his  life  as  a  planter,  and  was  ancestor 
of  the  distinguished  novelist,  Mary  Johnston. 

Others  might  be  mentioned,  born  at  "Longwood," 
which  is  today  famed  as  a  residence  of  men  and  women  of 
great  distinction.  Suitable  memorials  of  others  have  been 
placed  in  the  present  Longwood  mansion;  but  no  memorial 
of  any  kind,  in  the  house  or  out  of  it,  to  the  Johnstons. 

Why  a  memorial?  It  might  better  be  asked,  why  not 
a  memorial  of  dignity  and  beauty;  a  memorial  worthy 
of  a  distinguished  family?  It  may  be  asked,  why  not 
place  a  tablet  in  the  present  "Longwood " ?  The  answer  is 
that  the  present  building,  after  the  original  building  was 
burned,  was  erected  by  Nathaniel  E.  Venable;  and  that 
nothing  could  be  so  appropriate  as  a  memorial  to  the 
Johnstons;  a  memorial  that  should  have  been  erected 
long  ago ;  a  memorial  bearing  the  names  of  those  mentioned 
above. 

Surely  public-spirited  citizens  of  Farmville  will  be 
interested;  surely  alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney  College; 
surely  the  students  and  alumnae  of  the  State  Teachers 
College.

OBITUARIES 

Carrington — Mrs.  A.  B.  Carrington,  before  her  marriage  was 
Miss  Mary  Miller  Taylor.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  last  century 
she  married  Mr.  Alexander  Berkeley  Carrington,  Sr.,  who  was  a 
son  of  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Carrington  and  Mrs.  Frances  Isabella  Venable. 

Her  husband,  one  of  the  leading  tobacconists  of  the  United  States, 
was  a  prominent  citizen  of  Danville,  Va.,  and  a  Trustee  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  who  served  the  College  long  and  well  (1904-1934)  as  his 
forebears  had  done  for  generations.  This  good  lady  was  the  mother 
of  Alexander  Berkeley  Carrington,  Jr.,  of  the  Class  of  1915,  Master 
of  Arts  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  who  since  1928  has  been  a 
valued  and  helpful  member  of  our  Board  of  Trustees,  upon  whom 
his  Alma  Mater  has  conferred  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

Mrs.  Carrington  was  an  aunt  of  C.  Stuart  Wheatley  of  the  Class  of 
1926,  and  was  a  sister  of  Mrs.  Jennie  T.  Daniel,  widow  of  the  late 
Edward  F.  Daniel,  of  Charlotte  County,  Va. 

Remembered  for  her  good  works  and  kind  deeds,  active  in  civic 
enterprises  and  in  matters  of  church  interest,  Mrs.  Carrington  died 
at  the  advanced  age  of  83  at  her  home  in  Danville,  Va.,  on  August 
7,  1944.  Besides  those  mentioned  above  she  is  survived  by  a  son, 
Charles  Venable  Carrington,  of  Cascade,  Va.,  and  by  a  daughter, 
Mrs.  Charles  Bidgood,  of  Hartford,  Conn. 

Funeral  services  were  held  on  August  9,  1944,  conducted  by 
Dr.  E.  G.  Gammon,  President  of  the  College.

As  senior  member 
of  the  present  firm  of  Gilmer,  Wysor  and  Gilmer,  he  devoted  him- 
self diligently  and  successfully  to  the  duties  of  his  profession  until 
1936  when  ill  health  made  it  necessary  for  him  to  retire  from  active 
practice. 

Meantime,  he  represented  the  County  of  Pulaski  in  the  General 
Assembly  of  Virginia  in  1918  and  in  the  Special  Session  of  1919. 

Mrs.  Gilmer,  who  survives  her  good  and  useful  husband,  has  been 
active  in  political  matters  of  the  Ninth  District,  and  in  the  religious 
affairs  of  the  Virginia  Baptist  Church.  Besides  his  wife,  Mr.  Gilmer 
left  a  son,  Honorable  H.  C.  Gilmer,  Jr.,  '28,  Assistant  United  States 
Attorney  of  the  Western  District  of  Virginia,  and  a  daughter,  Lila  S., 
now  wife  of  John  Edward  Sadler,  '27. 

For  a  time  Mr.  Gilmer  was  a  trustee  of  the  County  Schools; 
served  on  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  School  Trustees  Associa- 
tion, and  to  the  last  he  retained  his  interest  in  community  affairs. 
He  was  a  man  whom  the  present  time  needs,  and  was  one  whom 
his  section  of  Virginia  will  miss. 

Gilpatrick — Mr.  George  Alden  Gilpatrick  died  at  the  home 
of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Robert  C.  Beale,  at  Hampden-Sydney  on 
July  21,  1944.  He  was  born  in  Maine  94  years  ago  and  had  lived 
in  Kennebunk  in  that  state  until  comparatively  recently  when 
he  came  to  Virginia  to  live  with  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Beale,  first  in  Lynch- 
burg and  later  at  Hampden-Sydney.  As  is  stated  in  the  Farmville 
Herald  of  July  28,  1944:  "Prominent  in  fraternal  circles  in  Maine, 
he  had  been  a  member  of  the  York  Masonic  Lodge  in  Kennebunk 
since  1873  and  had  occupied  almost  every  important  Masonic 
office  in  that  state;  he  was  a  past  Grand  Master  of  the  Odd  Fellows 
in  Maine.  .  .  He  was  the  author  of  two  volumes  on  local  history 
of  Maine.  Full  Masonic  honors  were  accorded  him  at  the  funeral 
services  conducted  at  Kennebunk,  July  24,  1944." 

Mr.  Gilpatrick  was  the  grandfather  of  Alden   Dunnington,    '40. 

Quiet  and  unassuming,  this  aged  gentleman  was  respected  by  all 
and  was  admired  by  those  whom  he  honored  with  his  friendship.

Surviving  are  one  son,  W.  R.  Harris,  of  North 
Garden,  and  four  half-sisters.  Funeral  services  were  held  at  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Covesville,  Va.,  and  interment  followed 
at  the  family  burying  ground  at  Oakwood. 

There  were  thirty-sLx  members  of  the  Class  of  1880.  C.  E.  Harris 
and  William  Scott  Morton  were  roommates  during  the  session, 
1877-78,  both  being  members  of  the  Chi  Phi  Fraternity.  So  far  as 
our  records  show,  onlv  four  members  of  the  class  are  still  living: 
W.  S.  Morton,  C.  B.  Wallace,  W.  H.  Whiting,  Jr.,  and  C.  B.  Woods. 


Jones — Alfred  Alexander  Jones,  '42,  son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  A.  P. 
Jones,  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  in  September,  1941,  entered  service  as  a 
Naval  Cadet  and  trained  as  a  Naval  Flight  Pilot  at  Northwestern 
University;  received  his  wings  and  commission  as  ensign  in  Julv, 
1942,  and  was  sent  to  the  Pacific  Area  for  seven  months.  He  re- 
turned for  duty  in  the  United  States,  was  commissioned  as  lieutenant 
(jg)  and  was  sent  again  to  the  Pacific  early  in  1944.  His  friends 
have  been  notified  that  he  was  killed  in  action,  the  date  and  details 
have  not  been  published.  Besides  his  parents  he  left  his  wife,  the 
former  Miss  Alice  Leigh  Barham,  of  Portsmouth,  Va. 

Lynch — Mrs.  Fredericka  Reed  Lvnch  was  the  eldest  child  of 
the  late  Rev.  Richard  Clark  Reed,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  and  his  wife, 
before  her  marriage,  Miss  Venable,  of  "Scott  Green,"  Prince 
Edward  County,  Va.  Mrs.  Lynch  was  the  sister  of  Professor  Macon 
Reed,  head  of  the  Mathematics  Department  and  for  years  (1923- 
1936)  Dean  of  the  College.  Sometime  in  June,  1944,  Professor 
Reed  was  notified  that  his  sister  was  ill  in  Selma,  Ala.  He  went 
to  her  at  once  and  brought  her  to  his  home  at  Hampden-Sydney 
where  she  was  nursed  with  loving  care  until  July  24,  1944,  when 
the  end  came  peacefully.  Besides  Professor  Reed,  two  brothers — 
Richard  C.  Reed  and  Gordon  Reed — and  one  sister,  Mrs.  C.  R. 
DeVane,  are  left  of  a  large  family. 

McIlwaine — Ensign  Robert  Dunn  Mcllwaine,  '44,  was  killed 
in  action  in  the  Pacific  Area  on  June  12,  1944.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  U.  S.  N.  R.  Air  Force;  volunteered  in  May,  1942;  received 
his  wings  and  commission  at  Pensacola,  Fla.,  July  23,  1943;  was 
trained  further  at  Melbourne,  Fla.,  and  was  sent  to  Chicago  and 
elsewhere  for  training  in  Carrier  Landing  September,  1943.  Born 
in  Petersburg,  Va.,  August  18,  1922,  he  was  the  son  of  Rev.  William 
Baird  Mcllwaine,  Jr.,  '05;  the  grandson  of  the  Honorable  William  B. 
Mcllwaine,  1873,  and  thus  the  great-nephew  of  Hampden-Sydney's 
distinguished  president,  Rev.  Richard  Mcllwaine,  D.  D.,  LL.  D. 
His  brother,  William  B.  Mcllwaine,  III,  was  of  the  Class  of  1933. 
His  career  as  a  Naval  flier  proves  that  he  was  a  worthy  representa- 
tive of  brave  and  able  men.  On  June  12,  1944  (West  Longitude 
Time),  bomber  and  fighter  pilots  were  ordered  to  man  their 
planes  and  attack  an  ammunition  dump  on  Aslito  Field  on  Saipan. 
Ensign  Mcllwaine's  plane  was  among  the  first  to  go  in;  the  Japanese 
anti-aircraft  fire  was  intense;  the  plane  was  hit,  probably  by  a 
five-inch  shell,  and  exploded  in  the  air.  Careful  search  revealed 
no  trace  of  wreckage  of  the  plane  or  of  its  crew.  Young  Mcllwaine's 
squadron  commander  said  to  a  friend:  ' '  Mcllwaine  was  a  fine  man." 
He  has  been  recommended  for  a  citation  for  extreme  bravery  above 
and  beyond  the  line  of  duty. 

Newman — As  previously  reported,  Captain  George  A.  Newman, 
Jr.,  '40,  has  been  "missing  in  action"  since  June  7,  1943,  when 
he  was  a  pilot  on  a  P-38  in  North  Africa.  Careful  investigation 
has  been  made  by  the  government,  but  no  evidence  has  been 
discovered,  and  the  adjutant  general  has  announced  that  July  8, 
1944  ("a  year  and  a  day"  of  search),  will  be  recorded  as  the  "pre- 
sumptive date"  of  this  fine  young  soldier's  death. 

Price — Emmett  Russell  Price,  Class  of  1894,  was  born  De- 
cember, 1874,  at  Natural  Bridge,  Va.,  and  died  at  his  home  in 
Blacksburg,  Va.,  August  6,  1944.  He  was  all  his  mature  life  engaged 
in  journalism;  for  30  years  he  was  editor  of  the  Agricultural  Ex- 
tension Division  at  the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  and  was 
professor  of  Agricultural  Journalism.  Previously  he  had  served 
on  the  editorial  staffs  of  city  papers.  He  was  well  known  to  the 
editors  in  Virginia  and  took  an  active  interest  in  the  Virginia  Press 
Association.  At  one  time  he  served  as  President  of  the  National 
Association  of  Agricultural  College  Editors.  Besides  his  wife,  Mrs. 
Helen  Wormian  Price,  he  left  two  sons — Philip  H.  Price  of  the 
Washington  Evening  Star  and  Lieutenant  James  M.  Price  serving 
overseas — and  one  daughter,  Dr.  Rebecca  R.  Price,  of  Wheaton,  111. 

One  who  knew  him  well  says  in  effect:  "He  was  a  writer  of 
ability,  an  editor  of  force,  and  an  earnest  Christian  gentleman." 
He  found  a  place  that  needed  him  and  filled  it  well. 

Rolston — David  Robert  Rolston,  '26,  aged  42,  was  killed  in 
an  airplane  crash  in  Alaska  in  1944.  He  was  an  electrical  engineer 
by  profession  but,  because  of  impaired  eyesight,  he  devoted  him- 
self to  civil  engineering.  He  was  employed  by  the  C.  A.  A.  in  the 
construction  of  airports.  Mr.  Rolston  was  the  brother  of  Charles 
Hopkins  Rolston  and  Henry  Farrar  Rolston,  the  well-remembered 
twins  of  the  Class  of  1918.  Charles  was  lost  on  the  coast  of  Ireland 
in  World  War  I,  and  Henry,  of  the  U.  S.  Coast  Artillery  in  that 
war,  has  a  son  (named  for  his  brother,  Charles)  now  a  student  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College.  Robert  Rolston  manned  Miss  Ellen 
Alma  Spitler,  of  Staunton,  Va.,  October  26,  1935,  who  with  a 
daughter,  Sue  Ellen,  and  a  son,  David  Robert,  survives. 
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Southall — William  Baxter  Southall,  '10,  son  of  the  Rev.  William 
Wood  Southall  and  Mrs.  Jane  Moseley  Southall,  was  born  in  Halifax 
County,  Va.,  June  7,  1891.  After  leaving  college  he  taught  for  a 
time,  then  in  1915  he  entered  upon  a  career  in  journalism  in  which 
he  was  to  become  eminently  successful.  His  work  along  this  line 
was  interrupted  by  World  War  I.  He  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Marines 
July  26,  1917;  trained  at  Parris  Island  and  Quantico;  landed  at 
Brest,  France,  February  24,  1918.  Sent  into  action  at  once,  he 
fought  at  Chateau-Thierry  and  at  Belleau  Wood  where  he  was 
severely  wounded  on  June  IS,  1918,  being  honorably  discharged 
for  disability  thus  caused. 

For  many  years  Mr.  Southall  was  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the 
Richmond  Times-Dispatch,  serving  as  reporter  of  the  sessions  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  as  columnist,  city  editor,  and  editorial 
writer.  He  was  especially  well  known  in  Virginia  as  the  originator 
and  writer  of  the  column  "Father  Byrd,"  which  for  many  years 
was  an  exclusive  feature  of  the  Times-Dispatch.  His  last  work  was 
done  in  connection  with  the  Virginian-Pilot,  of  Norfolk,  Va.,  a 
connection  continued  until  illness  made  retirement  necessary. 

Mr.  Southall  died  in  Richmond  August  13,  1944,  and  was  buried 
in  Arlington  National  Cemetery.  An  editorial  notice  of  his  death 
in  the  Times-Dispatch  of  August  12,  1944,  ends  with  the  following 
words:  "Mr.  Southall's  untimely  death,  after  a  long  and  agonizing 
illness,  has  brought  sorrow  to  the  Virginians  in  all  walks  of  life 
who  considered  that  his  personality  and  his  writings  had  a  special 
flavor,  and  who  feel  that  in  his  death  something  uniquely  Virginian 
has  gone  out  of  the  Commonwealth." 

Crute — News  of  the  death  of  First  Lieutenant  John  M.  Crute, 
Jr.,  who  was  killed  in  action  in  Italy  on  January  21,  1944,  has  just 
reached  the  editors. 

Lieutenant  Crute  was  the  son  of  John  M.  Crute,  '97,  and  great- 
grandson  of  Dr.  John  Peter  Mettauer. 

Our  sympathy  is  extended  to  the  parents  of  this  gallant  young 
man.

Joel  Warkins,  Jr.,  and  His  "Syphering  Book" 

Readers  of  the  Record  will  recall  that  in  the  October, 
1937,  issue,  an  article  was  written  about  the  finding  of  the 
self-made  arithmetic  owned  by  Joel  Watkins,  Jr.,  of 
Prince  Edward  and  Buckingham  Counties.  He  called 
this  his  "Syphering  Book,"  and  was  a  student  under 
Professor  Brooks  in  1772.  He  entered  Hampden-Sydney 
in  1776,  and  was  in  the  army  at  Yorktown  when  Corn- 
wallis  surrendered. 

A  photostat  of  this  "Syphering  Book"  was  taken 
from  the  original,  and  was  placed  in  the  College  Library. 
The  original,  which  was  owned  by  Mr.  Franklin,  of  near 
Concord  Depot,  Va.,  has  been  donated  to  our  Library, 
and  is  highly  prized.  It  will  be  bound  and  placed  among 
the  Library  treasures. 

When  the  photostat  was  made  under  the  direc- 
tion of  State  Librarian  Wilmer  L.  Hall,  he  stated  that  it 
was  the  oldest  copy  of  the  kind  he  had  ever  seen.
